pated men—this is the harvest, reaped 
from the college athletic field'as it 
was pictured by speakers at the meet- 
ing of the college section of the Illi- 
nois Teachers' association. In the pic- 
ture the college mariVas shown in tlie 
'several stages'of tire "transition. 
; He was. painted' as'a liar attempt- 
ing to defend 'the 'athletic reputation 
of his college by 'sacrificing'its honor 
in whitewashing the' records of dis- 
qualified'athletes; he was .shown on 
the side lines in the garb ot a com- 
mon gambler placing.bets on the fa- 
vorite team; he'was cast in the role 
of a swindling"speciilator in tickets; 
'he was pictnred at 'the end 
of- his 


lour years' college career as a hag- 
gard, gaunt man with the look of dis- 
sipation 'in'his face, starting into his 
greater life'with a reputation on the 
gridiron, 'but with money prostituted 
'ideals as his 'assets: " ' ' ' 


This composite .'slowly was 
devel- 


oped by half a do/.en speakers, and 
when the last speaker had put. tbe 
finishing touches upon the picture a 
resolution'-was presented ' by W. H. 
Blanchard, president of Wheaton col- 
lege, calling upon the colleges of the 
state to abolish football- for a year to 
allow Hine for the careful preparation 
:of new rules. 


Mild Reiolution Is Adopted. 


Sunh action was regarded as so ex- 


treme as to preclude the possibility of 
its execution, 'and a substitute resolu- 
tion putting the conference on record 
as unequivocally opposed to athletics 
'as they now etist -was adopted. This 
mildor measure was'introduced by A. 
R. Taylor, president of Milliken col- 
lege of Decatur, 'and: it declared the 
association to 'be ;ih hearty sympathy 
with any 
movement ' calculated 
to 


eliminate the evil from football and 
other college sports and to 
produce 


clean athletics. 


It is a decade since the members of 


the association took 'any official recog-, 
nltion of college sports, and the action 
means, briefly, that the college presi- 
dents of. Illinois will-join hands to en- 
force any reform generally advocated, 
wh'ether it'"shalJ originate 'In the east 
or'west, with''colletfe'faculties, college 
conference, or with such authorities 
as Caspar Whltney-'and Walter Camp. 


The question of'th'e' present status 


and character of'college athletics was 
introduced at. the se'ssion. <K the col- 
lege faculty members-and presidents 
by Prof. -H. A. •HolBster of the Uni- 
versity ..of;-.}Jlinj}js....FcGf. HoUJster de- 
clared "frenzied-1 is fc proper adjective 
lo be used in describing college ath- 
letics as 'they exi.s'IMb-day. 


"The college mairho longer is satis- 


fied with the mere."- trophies oC vic- 
tory." he said, '"buf-must slnl-: to the 
level of the-mere gambler Tor the sake 
of 'possible gain." ' '

He 'deprecated the- fact 


that college men feel impelled to back 
their teams with money to give teams 
greater "incentive'' to best .effort. 


"Frenzied1' Athletics. 


"Frenzied is the right worl for it 


all," he asserted, '-'and nothing but the 
degeneracy, of ideals among Americar.s 
can result from the extreme pressure 
put upon a handful of men who are 
put to the front on the athletic field. 


"Well may college authorities ask 


again and again if all that, is possible 
is being done without trespassing on 
the ground of personal .prerogative to 
prevent, the forms''of weakness and 
physical degeneracyj that always re- 
sult from intemperance in any form, 


"It will never do (.6 make our phys- 


ical training nnd our sports merely 
mechanism for determining survivals 
'on the one'hand arid ma-intain.ing col- 
lege' honor and prowess on the other 
hand.' These things'have their place, 
but they are far''from being n i l in al! 
of physical (raining or t h e goal of it. 


"There is many a young man and a 


young woman who Is as much or more 
in need of training hi grace of move- 
ment and ease ot" -bearing such as 
would be induced by' exercise in es- 
thetic dance 'steps Hi an are iu nce<! of 
heavy work with - apparatus in (he 
gymnasium.": 


Speaking on the' physical side nf
